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THE CIVIC ELECTIONS 


A spirited contest for the mayoralty 
has usually been the centre about which 
iddmonton’s municipal electoral battles 
have been fought. Considering the ab- 
sence of this enlivening factor yesterday, 
the vote polled was larger than might have 
been anticipated, as it was also larger 
than the attendance at the campaign 
meetings promised. 

The aldermanic election was devoid of 
any outstanding issue and developed into 
a struggle between the C. G. A. and the 
Labor party as to which should have a 
controlling majority in next year’s coun- 
cil. The C. G. A. won in decisive fashion, 
capturing two of the three seats vacated 
by retiring Labor aldermen and holding 
those vacated by retiring C. G. A. mem- 
bers. As the winning party had no clear- 
cut program, there is no way of judging 
what the victory may mean in detailed 
civic policy. 

In the public school 
neither party scored a win. Three C. G, 
A. seats were vacant to one Labor seat, 
and each party elected the corresponding 
number of candidates. 

Two new members will hold seats next 
year in both council and school board. In 
the case of alderman-elect O'Connor, it is 
a case of the honor having been deferred. 
A year ago Mr. O'Connor received 
enough votes to elect him, but had to give 
way to a south side candidate in accord 
with the charter provision. 

The voters were in discriminating 
mood in regard to the money bylaws sub- 
mitted by council. They approved the 
program for paving, grading and gravel- 
ling streets, erecting a new police station, 
buying more equipment for the fire bri- 
gade, but rejected the bylaws providing 
for replacing obsolete bridges and doing 
some improvement work at the parks, The 
defeat of the bridge bylaws is difficult to 
understand, and regrettable. The present 
structures have served their turn, and will 
have to be replaced at an early date. 
Whether it is safe to risk using them for 
another year, or whether these bylaws 
should be re-submitted, is one of the ques- 
tions the new council will have to answer. 

The central high school bylaw was 
doomed from the start of the counting. 
The decisive manner in which it was re- 
jected carries a repudiation of the scheme 
itself. What the taxpayers plainly want, 
and demanded yesterday, is that increas- 
ed facilities be provided as they are need- 
ed by the erection of regional high 
schools, so distributed that pupils can 
reach them on foot and get home to lunch. 
The community high school, rather than 
a junior university, is what the burgesses 
called for, and in no uncertain tone.

SECESSION? 

Premier Baxter threatens that New 
Brunswick may kick itself out of Confed- 
eration; with a view, it would seem, of 
getting even with the rest of the Dominion 
because a New Brunswick cotton mill went 
broke. 

As to the grievance; reports are that 
the mill was an antiquated concern which 
had to go out of business because it could 
not turn out its products at a price to com- 
pete with the modern plants in some of 
the other provinces. if that is the case, 
the mill might not fare any better if New 
Brunswick bucked itself out of Confeder- 
ation, 

It may be that the New Brunswickers 
are peeved because people in other pro- 
vinces would not pay high prices for cot- 
ton in order to make an obsolete plant 
prosperous. But it does not necessarily 
follow that they would surround them- 
selves with a Haman’s gallows tariff and 
compel themselves to do this after they 
had set up as a separate dominion. 

Besides, isn't Mr. Bennett Premier of 
Canada? And wasn't he born in New 
Brunswick’? And isn't he pledged to make 
cotton mille and all other industrial es- 
tablishments hum’? Has Premier Baxter, 
who helped Mr. Bennett into power three 
short months ago, 80 soon lost faith in him 
and his policy? Does he suppose that Mr. 
Bennett is going to let the Dominion be 
torn to pieces because a cotton mill can't 
pay dividends? 

There is plenty of ground for a healthy 
suspicion that Premier Baxter is bluffing. 
The Maritimes are the most prosperous 
provinces in Canada just now; which is 


000 a year in subsidies from the treasury 
at Ottawa, 

Premier Baxter probably knows very 
well that his government would not last 
over night if he seriously proposed to sad- 
dle the taxpayers of New Brunswick with 
the expenses of running the whole gov- 
erning machinery of a separate nation. 
Very likely he is only trying to “impress” 
the people of the other provinces, and 
pave the way for another raid on the Do- 
minion treasury, 


ALBERTA HELIUM 


The burning of the R-101 has brought 
attention again sharply to the fact that 
the world’s supply of helium is limited, 
and that Alberta is one of the few known 
sources from which this non-inflammable 
gas can be secured. Had the R-101 been 
inflated with helium it would not have 
burned, and the two score victims would 
have had a chance for their lives. 

Some years ago Professor McLennan 
of Toronto conducted experiments by 
which he showed that helium could be 
extracted from Alberta gas at a cost of 
$100 per thousand feet, But at that time 
the supply of gas available was too small 
to make the discovery of practical im- 
portance. That condition has radically 
changed in the interval; and in southern 
Alberta alone some $25,000,000 worth of 
gas is now being deliberately destroyed 
every year, 

Government investigations made years 
ago led to the conclusion that the cost of 
extracting helium from Alberta gas would 
be many times that of helium obtained 
from Texas. But as the waste of gas in 
Alberta now amounts to the rapid des- 
truction of a potentially valuable resource, 
the circumstances are so changed that 
this conclusion is not to be depended upon. 

The DSminion Government, or the 
Provincial Government, or the two in co- 
operation, would be well advised to have 
a new investigation made, taking into 
account the conditions which now exist. 
The gas that is wasting in Turner Valley 
is bringing money into nobody’s pocket, 
nor into the public chest. If helium can 
be extracted from it, the cost of the raw 
material for the operation would be 
negligible.

Many people who are over 40 years of age realize 
that they weigh too much, but hesitate about reduc- 
ing because they have read so much about the dan- 
ger of losing weight, but the truth of jt is that they 
are in more danger if they do not reduce, Between 
40 and 45 ts the time of Lfe when most people begin 


to put on @ great deal of weight and become candi- | 


dates for pneumonia, heart trouble, kidney trouble, 
diabetes, diseases of the arteries and anemia. 

Experts of the great life insurance companies 
state that afler the age of 35 it is a slight advant- 
age to be even a little under normal in weight, These 
experts say that the worst type of fat from the stand- 
point of long life is the fat that is packed on the ab- 
domen. A good way to find out if you have too 
much weight at this point is to draw in a breath 
and measure your chest. Now measure your abdo- 
men. If your chest is anywhere within three to five 
inches greater than your abdomen you are not dan- 
gerously overwe'ght, but if your chest and abdomen 
measure the same or your abdomen 1s larger, you 
should immediately start lo reduce, 

Afier 35 overweight not only handicaps your ap- 
pearance, but is a shortener of life itself. In fact, 
it might be said that the Jonger your waistl-ne the 
shorter your lifeline after the age of 35. If you want 
to keep going full speed to a long Ife, see that your 
weight does not get above normal, ” 

Many people do not know how to begin @ reducin 
regime nor how to continue with it, The permanen 
cure of overweight depends upon the evolution of 
diet so as to use ww the amount of food necessary

There are two sets of leaders who 
more than any others, may be juacly 
held respousible and justly called 
upon to reconsider their policies in 
the interest of economic revival 

These two sets of leaders are, viz 

The captains of education 

The captains of industry 

Along the entire frontier of west- 
ern civilization the ferces that have 
made for the collapse of markets, 
the retarda ion of ecnomic enter- 
prise, and the unsettlement of mass 
confidence in current leadership are 
today challenging the worth and 
the workability of the entire eco- 
nomic order of the western world 

And in the midst of this world- 
wide economic depression the forces 
of education and the forces of in 
dustry are occupying the two most 
heavily shelled sectors of the west- 
ern world’s social! battle line, 

We do not yet know what the ou'- 
come of this challenge and of this 
contest will be 

The forces of education and the 
forees of industry may-—-it would be 
shortaighted to refuse to recognize 
the possib'lity--be beaten into panic 
vetreat either by the disintegrative 
forces of revolution or by the in- 
tegrative forces of distatorehip. 

The captains of education and 
the captains of indus ry may rest 
content with defensive tactics only 
dig themselves more deeply in, and 
do no more than hold their own for 
some time to come. 

Or—and I hope this will be the 
outcome-—they may evolve a fresh 
strategy of advance and move for- 
ward to new conquests of economic 
prosperity and social good, 

If they do, they will have to see, 
admit, and set themselves to correct 
the tendencies that have produced 
the same crisis in both education 
and in industry, viz: 

Tn industry the machine order-- 
which makes goods and prodvces 
wealth—has been astoundingly suc- 
cessful, only to find its success 
turned into defeat because the eco- 
nomic order--which has to do with 
using goods and distributing wealth 
—has not been able to make wise 
use of the marvellous efficiency of 
the machine order for the benefit 
of all, 

In education the specialist has 
broken down in the face of a crisis 
that only the broadly educated man, 
who can se¢ things steadily and see 
them whole, could master 

By a thousand superfivial tests our 
captains of education and our cap- 
tains of industry have been suc 
cessful during the decade just closed 
but, in the deeper sense, they failed 
when faced with the crucial test of 
their carecrs, namely, the preven- 
tion of the current economic de- 
pression, And befere they can again 
lay claim to success they must help 
us do two things, viz: 

They must help us make our unl- 
versiiles once more educational in- 
stitutions as well as training grounds 
for narrow specialists, 

They must help make our eco- 
nomic order a6 efficient in ite poli- 
cles for using goods and distributing 
wealth as they have made our ma 
chine order in its processes’ for 
making goods and producing wealth

Edmonton burgesses 
authorized their 1931 city council to 
undertake capital expenditure totalling 
$351,525 at the same time turning 
down other money by-iaws, ageregat- 
ing $125,000 and overwhelmingly de- 
feating the plan for constructing a 
new high school unit at a cost of 
$775 000. 

The successful money by-laws were: 
street paving, $180,000; grading and 

velling, $60,000; new police station 

100,000, and fire department uip- 
ment, $11,525. The defeated by-laws, 
181 street and 102 avenue bridge, 
$40 000; bridge over Rat Creek at 82 
street, $60,000, and public parks im- 
provements, $25,000 were well sup- 
ported but just failed to secure the 
necessary two-thirds majority. 

The two bridge replacements con- 
stituted the most vital matter, as both 
of these bridges are in a derelict con- 
dition and almost a menace to public 
safety, What will be done now the 
burgesses have refused to vote money 
for their replacement is a matter for 
the early consideration of the new 
city council, 

Although it required but a fifty per 
cent and one vote majority, the high 
school by-law was vetoed in no un- 
certain fashion. Practically every poll 
turned thumbs down on the project. 

Contrary to past experience, the 
east end accorded the money bv-laws 


better majorities than the west end, | 


a survey of individual poll results re- 
vealed. 

Once the counting began 
never was a doubt that the paving and 
grading and gravelling by-laws would 
be passed. The police station and fire 
equipment by-laws also polled well 
over the two-thirds majority. 


New Law He States 


“Tt is recognized that the courts, 
under the guise of interpreting, ¢x- 
pounding and applying do in fact 
make goodly quantities of new law. A 
much more serious matter is the fact 
that mueh Of our law 1s now made, 
not by judges, not by parliament, but 
by the executive. The old theory that 
our laws are made by our duly elected 
representatives after full considera- 
tion, is going by the boards, and an 
ever-increasing proportion of the law 
is being made by the government, 
rather than by parliament.” 

This was the theme of an interest- 
ing criticism of present-day Jaw mak- 
ing made by Alan B. Harvey in an 
address on “Modern Tendencies in 
Legislation,” made before the Philo- 
sophical Society of the University of 
Alberta Thursday evening.

Dissatisfaction, which has been 
genera) for some time, came to a head 
at a meeting of the Harvest Vale 
U.P.A, local held here, at which 
farmers and ranchers of the district 
were outspoken in their condemnation 
of the commission, 

With President Dacre of the U.P.A 
local in the chair, members of the 
organization were asked to state their 
complaints, and almost every member 
preserft was among the disgruntled 
ones who registered a “kick.” Among 
these were: 

1, That leases had been taken away 
from men who had previously held 
them and paid for them for years and 
given to someone else without con- 
sulting the present lessee and that 
this practice worked to the Iincon- 
venience, handicap and unfairness of 
the original lessee. 

2. That leases were given out with- 
out due consideration being given to 
water rights. This resulted in some 
favored ones controlling all watering 
places and fencing them off from 
others who were left without any 
water, and the balance of land for 
lease was no good to anyone, 

3. That the commission had de- 
veloped into dictators who paid no 
attention to the wishes of the people. 
concerned. 

4. That in the opinion of the meet- 
ing open leases with a head tax for 
stock would be more equitable and 
satisfactory than the new system of 
leasing land to individuals and that 
all locals should circulate a petition 
asking for the head tax, 2 

5. That so far as the commission ts 
concerned they had done nothing fair 
from start to finish. 

After discussing the complaints the 
following resolutions were introduced 
and unanimously; 

“That in the opinion of this meet- 
ing the present Tilley East Area com- 
mission is not solving the problems of 
this district in a manner conducive to 
the best results nor the best interest 
of the residents of the district; and 
whereas the commission has given no 
attention to the wishes of residents as 
expressed at several meetings called 
throughout the district for the dis- 
cussion of these problems but instead 
have laid down plans which will work 
a hardship on, and be most unfair to 
a large percentage of the farmers and 
ranchers of the district; 

“Therefore be it resolved that we 
request the legislature to disband the 
present commission and appoint a new 
commission consisting of one farmer 
one rancher of the district who are 
familiar with conditions, and a third 
to be selected by the government.”
